Martin Luther King Jr. was remembered 
with speeches and marches from coast to 
coast Monday. 

In King’s hometown, Winnie Mandela 
said South Africa’s fight for freedom has 
“come full circle” to his non-violent 
philosophy. 

Violence erupted in Denver after a Ku 
Klux Klan rally. Police in riot gear used 
tear gas and nightsticks to break up a 
crowd that threw bottles, bricks and 
snowballs'at a school bus carrying Klan 
members away. 

King, assassinated in 1968, would have 
been 63 last Wednesday. Monday was the 
seventh federal holiday in his honor. 

Mrs. Mandela, wife of African National 
Congress President Nelson Mandela, told 
an overflow crowd at King’s old church - 
that the slain civil rights leodcr would have 
understood how the ANC “reluctantly 
adopted an armed struggle" against 
apartheid. 

“Now that the ANC is recognized ... we 
. .have come. full circle to thc.mcssagc.and 
wclics of non-violence,’’ she told a crowd 
that included politicians, singer-actor Kris 
Kristofierson and boxer Evandcr Holyfield. 

Mrs. Mandela was among the. speakers at _ 
a three-hour ecumenical service at 
Ebenezer Baptist Church, adjacent to 
King’s crypt. After the service, she and 
Corctui Scott King, King's widow, led a 
memorial parade in dovmtown Atlanta. 

Health and Human Services Secretary 
Louis Sullivan also spoke, calling for 
improvemcnis in the nation’s health care .. 
system. 

“Our challenge is to give equal access to 
" economic opportunity ... for such basic 
necessities as health care," Sullivan said. 
“Our present health care system docs 
discriminate; it discriminates on the basis 
of income." 

Elsewhere, civil rights leaders hailed 
King’s dream, ordinary citizens joined 
marches and demonstrators protested 
rejections of the holiday in Arizona and by 
a Louisiana school district. 

In Philadelphia, Louis Forrakhon, leader 
of the Nation of Islam, a black Muslim sect

WASHINGTON (AP) — Facing 
serious air pollution, America is 
tiy ing to_ wean its cars from gasoline., , 

The transition toward a cleaner 
motor fuel won’t be quick, but there 
arc signs that gasoline's grip is 
loosening. 

For example. President Bush 
marked the government’s purchase of 
hundreds of altem.-uivc fuel vehicles 
by taking a spin around the White 
Hou.se driveway last week in a van 
powered by compressed natural gas. 

Automakers arc not only beginning 
to produce more such vehicles but 
also a limited number of cars, vans 
and small trucks that run on 
methanol. And within a few years, 
auto industry officials say. electric 
cars will come purring out of 
showrooms. 

Alternative-fuel technology "is 
here today and It’s ready to roll," s.ays 
-eiaudia-Bakerran-cxccuttycof-thc- 
energy commission in Ctilifomia. a 
state that has vigorously pushed 
substitute motor fuels to help ease its 
severe air pollution. 

Some energy experts and 
environmentalists predict that more 
than 2.S million vehicles powered by 
fuels other than gasoline will be on 
American roads by the end of the 
decade. 

California will nAjuire as many as 
40.000 elcctric-powered cars to be 
sold annually in the state by 1998 and 
five times that many by the year 
2003. Other states, including New 
York, are on the verge of cnnciing 
similar requirements. 

New federal clean air rules also cull 
for 150.000 “dean fuel" vehicles to 
be sold annually in California — and 
possibly Ollier slates — by 1996 and

Pump up the volume to cool space-age shuttle fridge 


CAPE CANAVERAL. Fla. (AP) 
— A cooling unit powered by sound 
for a space-age fridge is to fly aboard 
the space shuttle Discovery this 
-week. 

It will rock ’n’ roll 10.000 limes 
louder than a Rolling Stones concert. 

Burthc'shultle’s seven astronauts 
won’t hear any of it — the noise will 


be contained within the cooler, a 
ihcrmoacoustic refrigerator, in a 
pollution-free chilling system being 
tested in space for the first time. 

Discovery is scheduled to blast off 
with the sound-chiller and nine other 
Get Away Special experiments — 
sponsored by students and scientists 
from six countries — at 8:53 a.m. 


New technology’s uses range 
from mundane to sophisticated 


CAPE CANAVERAL. Fla. (AP) 
— Designers of a soupd-powered. 
pollution-free cooling unil'bound for 
' orbit aboard the shuttle Discovery say 
there are a number of space and 
down-lo-cartli applications for the 
device. 

Some potential uses: 

• -.Cool sensitive infrared detectors 
on satellites. 

• Chill science specimens aboard 
space.ships. 

• Replace conventional cooling 
systems in home refrigerators and air 
conditioners. 

. How the system works: 

• Modified stereo loudspeaker 


• Sound waves travel through a 
plastic tube that's filled with inert 
gas. Gas molecules oscillate between 
loudspeaker and empty- chamber, or 
resonator, that retlecis and amplifies 
sound waves. 

• Gas molecules are compressed 
and heated by sound waves. 


Expanding molecules consequently 
become cold, .so cold that tlie bottom 
of the tube plunges to beneath minus- 
100 degrees Fahrenheit while the top 
remains at room temperature. 

• The gas y< shuttled back and 
■forth in wh;y researchers call a 
"bucket brigade." Gas molecules pick 
up heat, move a few millimeters 
down the 3/- -inch-long tube and 
dump the heal. More molecules pick 
up that heat and send it down the line. 
This transfer occurs 25 to 35 limes, 
which accounts for the enormous 
temperature variations. 

• Tlie cold temperatures arc lapped 
and circulated through a refrigerator 
vtnt-iyt- rfvmpanmenL 


• If the cooling unit cracks, you 
won’t go'deaf. Because of the 
pre.ssure drop, the loudspeaker would 
produce far le.ss sound, only about as 
much as a stereo blaring in a house. 

"That cun be loud, but it's not 
going to hurl anybody." researcher 
Greg Swift said. 


Wednesday. The scientific research 
mission is to last one week.

Steven Garrett, u physicist at the 
Naval Postgraduate School in 
Monterey. Calif., and his research 
team designed the thermoucouslic 
refrigerator for use on suicllitcs with 
electronic instruments that need to be 
kept cold. 

It has only one light-weight 
moving part — a loudspeaker — and 
therefore vibrates less than 
conventional cooling systems, 
important for motion-sensitive 
telescopes.. 

Garrett’s sysietn relies merely on 
sound and inert gas. and therefore is 
environmentally safe. He says there’s 
no reason why it could not replace 
home refrigerators and air 
conditioners, which can leak ozone- 
destroying refrigerant chemicals into 
the atmosphere. 

"It has a good number of 
applications in space and also on 
Earth.” said Tom Dixon, flight 
operations manager for NASA’s Get 
^wav_SDcd:il nroi'nim. 


National Laboratory in New Mexico. 

Garrett said the 199-pound cooler 
is embarrassingly low-tecli. Instead 
of a nioior-driven compressor, it 
consists-of a.modified. loudspeaker, 
— "designed for Bonnie Rain’s 
voice, not ihermoacoustics" — 
•fishing Itnc glucd to plastie film that- 
is rolled into a tube, helium and 
xenon gas. batteries and u data 
recorder. 

The loudspeaker generates 160 
decibels of sound, enough to "bum 
your ear drums." Garrett said. 

Gas molecules are compressed and 
heat up when sound waves blast from 
the loudspeaker. The molecules are 


shoved into the plastic and transfer 
their heat, which makes the gas 
progressively cooler. 

Garrett expects the cooler, in the 
shuttle’s cargo bay. to dip_tq 140 
below zero Fahrenheit when 
Discovery is in darkness 187 miles 

-above Earth. The icmperulures inside 

the unit should hover around 40 
below zero when the cargo bay is 
pointed toward the sun. 

Unlike conventional vapor-... 
compression systems, like your home 
refrigerator, the sound-chiller does 
not turn on and off to adjust to 
shilling lemperalures. It's simply a 
mailer of volume control.

Police arc awaiting autopsy icsls to 
determine the cause of death of a 
15-ycar-old girl whose body was 
found in a field last week.

Opponents say the evidence is wrong and the 
existing codes arc adequate.

"Almost everyone’s intuition suspects that 
our area and the California area do not have the 
same seismicity level,” said Ogden architect Thair 
H. Blackburn, who called the move to upgrade the 
zone a “stampede.” , 


The Wasatch Front currently has a Zone 3 
ctassificaiion, which is higher than most of the 
'countrybut lowerlhan-the Zone 4-of lhc-worst- 
quoke-threatened areas of California; Alaska and 
Yellowstone National Park. 

The proposal to change the zone followed a five- _ 
year seismic risk study and a series of public hear- 
ings last year. Eriksson said the study concluded 
that ground motions from Nephi to Brigham City 
could be much higher than earlier studies indicated, 
"high enough to meet the criteria for Zone 4.’’ 

A committee of the Iniemaiional Conference of 
Building Officials will consider the seismic zone 
issue during hearings in Indianapolis through the 
first week in February.

with strong showing in World Cup

PIANCAVALLO, Italy — U.S. women 
skiers established themselves as strong 
contenders for medals al next month’s 
Olympics, taking three of the top six spots in 
a World Cup giant slalom race Monday. . 

Eva Twardokens was the top American 
finisher, capturing third place behind winner 
Carole Merle of France and runnerup Vreni 
Schneider of Swiucrland. 

Twardokens was just 0.10 seconds ahead 
■ of teammate Diann Roffe.,who fini shed 
fourth. Julie Parisien, who raced despite 
injuries from training lost week, was sixth. 

It was one of the best showings by the 
U.S. women’s team in years. The last 
Olympic title won by an American woman 
dates back to Sarajevo in 1 984, when Debbie 


Armsuung won the gold in giant slalom. 

RolTe and Twardokens displayed the fonn 
and determination that in 1985 earned them 
the gold and bronze medals, respectively, in 
giant slalom at the World Championships in 
Bomiio. Italy. 

On Monday. Twardokens was the fourth 
fa.stcst in the first heal and had the ninth-best 
time in the second run for an aggregate of 2 
minutes, 23.25 seconds. Merle’s winning 
aggregate was 2:20,82 while Schneider h:id 
aiimcof2;22.10. 

RolTe posted the .second-best time in the 
second heat to maxc up tor a disappointing 
first run, in which she finished 18ih. Her 
combined time was 2:23.35. Parisien, of 
Auburn. Maine, clocked 2:23.61. ”My fonn 
is improving race after race,” said Roffe, 
whose career has been plagued by injuries. 


"I hope to pul two good runs together in the 
Olympics.” 

Roffe’s only World Cup victory dales to 
Lake Placid. N.Y.. in 1985, while 
Twardokens. who tore knee ligaments in a 
slalom race at Scstriere in 1988, has a 
runner-up showing in a giant slalom at 
Zwiesel last year as iier best. 

Monday’s race, run in wet snow, was 
Merle’s 13th, career victory in the World 
Cup competition. "The snow w:ls a very bad. 
wet snow but I still managed to sail to 
victory," said the 27-year-oU Merle. a_ 
"stunlluiirin Siip'er-G. ~ 

Italy’s Deborah Compagnoni. who 
appeared headed toward her first World Cup 
vicioiy following four runner-up places this 
season, hit a gate near the bottom of the 
second run.

This is a letter that will try to cxploin the 
economics of the upcoming school bond for 
the Jerome School District. 1 will explain 
why 1 think Jerome voters can save money 
by investing in an elementary school now. 

People in Jerome tend to be prudent 
buyers. There will be many that vote for this 
bond is.siic because they revere education or 
have kids in school on the split session, but I 
think it makes economic sense to pa.ss the 
bond issue now. 

1 have been calling some voters to see 
how folks will be voting this time around. I 
have been surprised that some who voted 
"no" last lime will vote “yes" this time 
because of the cost. They have told me that . 
they know eventually there will be a new 
school built in Jerome. 

In 1 974, when the last school was built, 
enrollmcm was 2,069. It presently is at 
2.800. They know that Jerome is looked at 
as a community that will grow industrially 
and commercially. It is looked at a.s a 
progrc.ssivc business environment and 
businesses will be moving into the area. Tlic 
new cheese plant alon e will have many spin- 
-offsnharwill briifg m new businesses. 


are dealing with one such new business right 
now. 

Wc know a new school will be built m 
time. The enrollment numbers, as well as the 
safety issues, will make it a necessity. But 
why now? The School Board has .shaved the 
bond issue as low as it can go. just under S4 
million. That’s a S 1 million reduction from 
the last attempt. Interest rates are the lowest 
in 19 years and that will save about SI 
iTiillion.over the lives of the bonds. The 
interest rate is projected to be just over 6 
percent. Not bad at all. 

For those people on a fixed income who 
think they just can’t afford the new tax, the 
School Board has set up a creative financing 
package that will pay off the one year of 
high school bonds left and put it on this new 
bond issue at these attractive interest rates.

, As an example, if you have a $30,000 
home, your yearly tax increa.se would he 
S8.10. 

The new Jerome Cheese Plant will pay a 
lot of property tax when built. The 
conservative estimate 1 calculated was new 
lax to the .school district of $140,000. This 
will help us all a great deal with reductions 
in our taxes.' 

In closing. Jerome people watch their 
money carefully, but they buy when they 
can get it on sale. Wc buy cars when that 
special interest rate is ofTcred.

Program for the American Red Cross, 
Sawtooth Chapter, for the la.st two yep. 1 
have been out on about 40 single family 
house fires in that time. 

1 have been trying to get people interested 
in a Disaster Shelter Program for this area. 
According to the National American Red 
Cross, each chapter mush have a Disaster 
Program, where in case of a large disaster 
wc will have people (volunteers) trained to 
open and man a shelter. 

According to the National American Red 
Cross, they arc looking at large disasters 
such as "floods, eaitliquakcs. tornadoes, 
hurricanes, severe thunderstorms and 
lightning, winter storms, fires and chemical 
emergencies." As most people know, wc 
have not had these types of disasters here. 

But there is the danger of chemical 
(hazardous materials) fires and spills where 
we would have a need for a disaster shelter 
for families who arc notified lo evacuate 
their homes. Not only for chemicals, but for 
any of the above mentioned disasters. 

According to the National American Red 
Cross, a plan for disaster shelters ranks as 
the No. I priority, single family house fires 
n rf»No A tlknster.shcl ier is noi nccdcd- 
for single family fires, but with the loss of 


home, clothing, and food, people without 
insurance have a bigger need of assistance. 
When assistance is provided by the 
American Red Cross, it is a gift. Funds 
donated to the Amcricart Red Cross go back 
out to the public based on need.

Hundreds of Idahoans of all niccs 
gathered Monday in the Idaho 
Slalcliouse to celebrate the birthday 
of the civil rights leader, assassinated 
April 4. 196K. 

Freedom from racism and hate is a 
dynamic thing and impossible 
without effort, said Bill Wassnnith. 
executive director of the Norihwesl 
Coalition Against Malicious 
Harassment. He and others 
remembered King's landmark 1963 
speech that began. "I have a 
' dreamrr.’ 

"You see. dreams make demands 
of us." Wassmulh said. "The most ^ 
demanding is moving from old ways 
to new ways." 

He said Christopher Columbus’ 
trip to the Americas was the 
realization of a dream, but it became 
a nightmare for the Native 
Americans and blacks victimized and 
enslaved by Europeans. 

After long debate whether the state 
should approve a p.iid holiday 
commemorating the civil rights 
activist, the Legislature voted in 1990 
to create a Martin Luther King. Jr.- 
Idaho Human Rights Day. 

A new study backed by the human' 
rights commission concludes racial, 
gender and religious biases are 
learned early in life, and difficult to 
eradicate. 

"As I grew up in Idaho^ I knew 
only a bare handful of Hispanic’s and 
black people," said Richard Mabbuit. 
the study’s author and former 


Boise Stale University. "My daughter 
Is growing up in a dilTcront Idaho." 

MabbutI said infants start to react 
to other races and groups early in 
life, and it is difficult to reverse their 
prejudice if the family supports those 
attitudes. 

' But letling children have coniucl 
with people from diverse 
backgrounds is essential in fighting 
bias. The schools must foster (hat 
philosophy; it will go a long way in 
widening the viewpoint of 
youngsters, said Phyllis Edmundson. 
associate dcun of Boise State's 
College of Education. "Tliat child is

Educator says Hispanics still face discrimination 


BOISE (AP) — Rural Hispanics in 
Southwest Idaho face widespread 
discrimination that denies them 
opportunities to get ahead, according 
to new research by a Boise State 
University sociology professor. 

Richard Baker, who recently 
completed one year of field research 
in rural Idaho, .said cultural, 
educational and political barriers 
block Hi.spanics. "There’s a whole set 
of community inslilulions that 
perpetuate these racist attitudes." 
Baker said. "It’s institutionalized 
racism. You find it in employment. 


the news media, the school system 
and the criminal Justice system." 

Baker conducted more than 300 
interviews with whiles and Hispanics 
in Canyon County, for the first 
academic study of rural Hispanics in 
Idaho. According to 1990 Census- 
figures. Canyon County has the 
highest percentage of Hispanics in 
Idaho with 1 1.838 — 22.3 percent of 
the state’s total. 

"There’s a whole negative 
perspective about who the Hispanic 
community is. A lot of what’s going 
on deals with social class." 


And migrant workers are at the 
bottom of the social totem pole, he 
said. Baker said he was appalled by 
conditions at a labor camp for 
migrant workers. 

“I W0.S embarrassed ns on Idahoan .. 
that people had to exist in these 
conditions," Baker said of the small, 
poorly maintained houses ut the 
comp. 

When he asked farmers about the 
conditions under which workers must 
exist, they told Baker that's how 
Hispanics prefer to live.

’The report, which iT an in-dcpui took ui 
Idaho's current and future need s for 
afibrdable housing, found that Idaho has a 


rental vacancy mte of less than 2 percent 
and an annual shortage of about 3,600 
units. 

The report, which concludes that a 
shortage of housing may curb Idaho's 
economic potential, was necessary, for 
Idaho to qualify for federal housing 
programs and initiatives. 

It found six primary groups in Idaho that 
are finding it difficult to get housing. They 
arc single parents, young working families, 
the homeless, the disabled, the elderly and 
seasonal agricultural workers. 

Burkholder said the report missed at-Icost 
one key group : students. 

decided ogains t attending CSI because they 


coul'd not nnd'housmgTme school says. 


Young people realize they can’t advance 
in life unless they get an education, but 
when students go to school they can't 
afford housing, Burkholder said. 

Another segment missed by the agency’s 
study ore the Eastern European immigrants 
who have been arriving in the Magic 
Valley in greater numbers recently, said 
Jim Lm, a Twin Falls landlord. 

Because of the CSI Refugee Service 
Center, Twin Falls has more than 100 
immigrants from the former Warsaw Pact 
countries. 

Lee added that the elderly may not need 
to be considered on the list of most needy, 
-but-landlords-wish-they-oould-find-more 
older renters because they pay their bills 
"and tak'e’carc "of property.”

Volley is gearing up to collect its 
controversial 1 percent tax on building 
materials, and will be going after 
contractors who don’t pay by the Feb. 20 
deadline. 

The new tax, which took effect Jan. 1, 
applies to all building or landscaping 
- materials brought into the city. from 
anywhere in the state, including TWin 
Falls, Boise and FocaicIIo. It must be 
poid by the 20th day of the following, 
month. 

"The liability for Uic tax lies with the 
contractor,” said Roy Rainey, Sun Valley 
city administrator. 

Contractors doing business in Sun 


Valley arc required to obtain a contractor 
license from the city. The 55 license is- 
issued in lieu of a city sales tax permit 

The tax also applies to speciality 
contractors working in landscaping, 
irrigation, paving and other trades. 

Sun Valley is one of three resort cities 
authorized by ldaho;Taw to collect a 
municipal sales tak. ItS'2-percetit . local.' 
option tax was renewed for another eight 
years during city elections in November. 

. . Although a 2-cent tax on retail sales 
has been collected in Sun Valley since 
1984, building .materials were 
. overlooked because there ore no lumber 
yards or hardware stores in the city. 

But a legal opinion by Idaho Attorney 
General Larry EchoHawk last May said 
the city could also collect tax.es on 
building materials delivered to Sun 


Valley residences from outside the city, 
Rainey explained. 

EchoHawk’s opinion concluded that 
goo^ delivered in the city were subject 
to the some tax os any retail sale. 

Sun Valley’s local-option tax 
ordinance, however, charges just 1 
bercent-l'or building materials and 2 
bt^ sales. 

“We’w'uic only ones in the state of 
Idaho Hfhat differentiate building 
materials from other retail sales,” Rainey 
said. 

Letters advising contractors of Sun 
Valley’s new tax have been mailed and 
advertisemimts were published in several 
southern Idaho newspapers, according to 
Rainey. Anyone with questions about the 
tax should call Sun Valley City Hall at 
622-4438.

PORTLAND. Ore. (AP) — The 
Bush Administration pressured the 
head of the Bonneville Power Ad- 
ministration to drop a proposal to 
penalize coal-fircd power plants 
contributing to global warming. The 
Oregonian newspaper reported to- 
day.

Authorities arrest alleged marijuana smuggling kingpin in Germany 


SEATTLE (APJ — A man accu.scd 
of leading one of the most successful, 
sophisticated and peaceful marijuana 
smuggling operations in U.S. history 
has been arrested in Germany, author- 
ities say. 

William Weitz Shaffer. 45, a well- 
traveled native of (he Pittsburgh urea, 
was being held in Frankfurt, assistant 
U.S. attorney Mark Bartlett said. 

Shaffer, who fled lo Europe nearly 
two years ago. has indicated he wants 
to return to the United States to re- 
solve the case. Bartlett said Sunday 
night. 

"I think he's probably been wailing 
• for the shoe to fall.” he said. 


Producers of “Northwest Crack- 
Down" tipped reporters to the arrests 
Sunday four days before the special 
siiow was to be broadcast on 29 tele- 
vision stations in Washinglon. Idaho. 
Oregon and British Columbia. 

The show features three major drug 
trafficking cases, including the one in 
which Shaffer is charged. That opera- 
tion allegedly used decoy vessels, 
loaded freighters, and iracior-lrailcrs 


to haul Ihe marijuana on land. Shaffer 
lived a glamorous life in Switzerland. 
Italy. France and Germany before be- 
ing arrested without incident Wednes- 
day by German federal police at a 
"Holiday Inn-style motel" near the 
Frankfurt airport. Bartlett said. 

Shaffer and his, 43-ycar-oId broth- 
er. Christopher Kesner Shaffer, who 
remains at large, were accused of im- 
porting marijuana and conspiracy lo 
smuggle marijuana from Tliailand 
into the United Slates in a 1990 feder- 
al indictment. 

The alleged pot-.smuggling ring led 
by the Shaffers was almost "exactly 
the opposite" of the heavily armed 


and violent cocaine cartels brColom- 
bia, the government lawyer said. 

"They were educated, nonviolent 
and very, very productive. Tliey 
didn’t lose any loads '. it's very em- 
barrassing to say that," Bartlett said. 

Bartlett said William Shaffer was 
the mastermind of a 23*ton shipment 
in 1986 through a route that has yet to 
be revealed and a 42-ton haul in 1987 
that Drug Enforcement Adminisiru-

Q.'Why does battery on Buick go dead if car sits idle 
for 3 days? 

• Gibson. Ga. 

A. The reader writes that the battery on her I9K6 
BuieJe will go dead if the car sits idle more than three 
days. Technicians in her area have been unable to find 
the cause of the problem or suggest a solution. First, 
remove the balieiy's negative terminal and then the 


ground wire. Turn off all the lights and accessories; 
close the doors: and remove the under-hood light bulb 
if the car is so equipped. Next, install an ammeter be.- 
tween the battery negative terminal and the cable. Note 
the amperage flow. Remove each fuse, one at a time, to 
isolate the bad circuiu.Tlic.antmeter. will .read .I'O" . 
when the short is found. Alternator shorted diodes, 
electronic regulators, etc. have no fuses. Disconnect 
each, one at a time, until the solution is found. Since 
your car has side-mount temiinals on the battery re- 
move the bolts and dean both the bolts qnd battery.

Q. A fiieod of mine swears that 
the develand Browns’ mascot is, 
or at one tone was, a Brownie or 
elf.

A. Your friend is right. Although 
it was never olTlcially adopted, an 
elf was used in promotional materi- 
al in the 1950s and early ‘60s, a 
Browns spokeswoman said. One 
reason no permanent mascot or in- 
signia was ever adopted may be that 
the NFL franchise wa.s named after 
its founder, the late Paul Brown. 
Putting Brown’s likeness on the 
helmet seems just a. little too weird.

Insecticidal soaps work 
when applied correctly 


Grow colorful geraniums from see 


(nscccicidal soaps have been 
available for some time now. but 
not everyone knows how they work 
or even what they are. 

These items aren't as harsh on the 
environment - something you 
wouldn't mind using so much on a 
house plant - and aren't os toxic as. 
chemicals to people and pets, as 
chemicals. 

These soaps kill soft-bodied in- 
sects by washing away their protec- 
tive coating and disrupting nonnal 
membrane functions inside the crit- 
ter. The soap must land directly on 
lhe.se bugs to be effective. The 
down side is that soaps have no 
residual effects - they can wash off. 
and repeated app(tfcations hurt some 
plants. 

Because only a direct hit with the 
soap spray works, make sure the 
sprayer is clean and operating at 
peak efficiency so it delivers good 
coverage. When spraying, plants, 
wet both sides of leaves and stems 
all the way to the soil. Spraying in 
the 'evening or' early morning will 
allow the spray to stay wet and start 
working before the sun dries it out. 

Another down side to insecticidal 
soaps - they cause foliage of some 
plants to bum. This tendency, or 
.;>hyioioxiciiy, is seen on some cole 
crops and ornamentals. Overuse of 
soaps can. aggravate Jeof bum. os 
cun water conditioning agents (such 
as Calgon, added to soften hard wa>

U.SC insecticidal soaps in u solu- 
tion of 2 percent soap to control 
mites, aphids, thrips. white flics, 
spider mites and immature leafhop- 
pers. Tests have shown soaps (such 
as Safer's) to have been about 40- • 
50 percent effective against these ■ 
bugs. Repeated sprays cun be u.sed 
to kill more, but only after you've 
seen the soap ha.sn't caused leaf 
damage. 

Even though soaps have low toxi- 
city to humans, they should be used 
with the same caution as other in- 
secticides. Read and follow all label . 
directions.

NEW ORLEANS <AP) — Bill Traverse began 
collecting spittoons in 1^1. His fust was a $25 
white enamel model. 

Not given' to using spittoons himself, he 
planned to buy only one. But when a girlfriend 
gave him two more, he began a collection that 
would eventually grow to more than 1.000. 

”At first I thought I‘d stop at 100, then 200, 
then SOO. I guess I got carried away, but they’re 
so interesting,” he said. 

An inveterate collector. Traverse, 54, of Berlin. 
Conn., is now planning to sell the collection off 
in a Jan. 25 auction to make way for his new hob- 
by — collecting steam train whistles. 

“I love them, every one of them, but I'll still 
have my album of pictures and my memories of 
collecting them.” he said. 

“it’s a wond^ul collection,” said David Gold- 


berg, whose gallery will handle the sale. “It’s a 
one-of-a-kind collection and worth a lot to those 
who treasure a piece of American folklore.” 
Traverse sees his collecting as a form of urban 
archaeology. 

Many limes, be said, people don’t realize that 
what they have is a spittoon at all. They think 
they have an old vase or chamber pot. 

“People think of spittoons as being the plain, 
old round ones. You know, the white or brass 
kind. They came in all shapes and sizes, though.” 
In fact, spittoons gain^ popularity until the 
Depnusion. and in the late 19lh Century no Vic- 
torian parlor was complete without one. There 
were small-handled - versions that women could 
carry. Spittoons were hidden in stools, made in 
delicate vase-like styles, and “table” spittoons 
with handles for the front parlor. 
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
